The Women's Home Mission

hours to hold a special meeting at 
Liberty Theater and view moving 
pictures of mission fields in the 
United States, made during a survey 
by Ralph Diffendorfer, “executive 
secretary of the Inter-Church World 
movement. At this meeting the roll- 
call of synods was held, and women 
from nearly every state, embracing 
the most distant states, responddd. 

Moving Pictures Shown. 

Diffendorfer showed pictures of 
mountain, negro, Indian, Spanish- 
American and lumber camp commu- 
nities, which he declared were ur- 
gently in need of intensive home 
mission work. His pictures and lec- 
tures were pronounced very good. 

At 11:30 a. m. the women re- 
turned to Union Methodist Episcopal 
Church for a devotional service, in- 
troduction of board officers and in- 
formal reception. 

The afternoon business session 
started at 2:30 o'clock, with Mrs. F. 
®& Rennett presiding. Miss Rose Mc- 
Cord, of Kentucky, reporting on 
work in the mountains, told of her 
work at Wootan, Leslie County, K) 
where she established that commun- 
jty’s first public improvement pol- 
iey, which resulted in the building of 
bridges and roads; the enlarging of 
school houses, and the elimination 
by counsel of moonshining. She said 
the people were quite responsive to 
Christian teaching. 

Mrs. W. T. Larimer discussed the 
negro problem, stating that more and 
better schools and industrial educa- 
tion were necessary for the general 
welfare of negroes and would tend 
more than anything else to prevent 
a among. returning negro sol- 
diers. — ? 

Miss E. Jessie Ogg described the 
needs of the Indians of the South- 
west, chiefly the Navajos, only 2000 
of whose 9000 children are attend- 
ing school. The tribes are so scat- 
tered, she said, that community 
work is almost impossible. She ad- 
vocated new schools and a general | 
awakening of interest among these | 
peoples. | 

Work in Alaska. | 

Work among the Indians of south- 
ern Alaska was described by Miss | 
Mary E. MacKubbin, of German- 
town, Pa., who taught a Presbyte- 
rian Indian boarding School at Sitka, 
Alaska, for the last three years. Miss 
MacKubbin will not return to Alas- 
ka, having been assigned to mission- 
ary work in China. 

At Sitka she taught a large class 
of the Thiinget Indians from 18 vil- 
lages, some of whom came hundreds 
of miles by motor bodt each year to 
schoo!. She said all these Indians had 
adopted the dress of civilization and 
were generally accepting Christian- 
ity. 

She cited an interesting incident of, 
how they had advanced under the 
tutelage of missionaries. The Sitka 
and Wrangall tribes of the Koch- 
Won-Ton Indians had been at war 
for 40 years and.agreed on poace 
Nov. 11, the day of the armistice of 
the world war, and they have since 
signed peace terms, agreeing that} 
there should be no reprisal« nor in- 
demnities; that they would forget | 
past quarrels and bloodshed: that | 
they would bury the past and liva!

be d up otherwise. Now the control 
of most all the unedible cattle product, 
hides, a48, making shoes 300 per cent 
higher. 

Nolding the output of all other conti- 
nentsthere is leverage enough to stifle 
congressional action. The meat trust is 
gaid to have'the cold storage plants and 
the railway privileges, so there is no way 
tor competition. we 

While it claims a much smaller per 
eent of the total cattle purchases, it is 
probable that it gets 80 per cent of the 
best offerings and nobody can buy against 
{ic because the price-driving prohibits. 

The meat trust must have the bulk to 
control the world price. Your paper 
@ught to receive opinions of the small 
retail butchers through interviews, as to 
the small margin allowed them. General- 
ly they are forced to take only the in- 
ferior meats. That such a conspiracy 
against the American people can hold its 
position is purely the fault of the public 
rress in failing not only to expose it, but 
&lso in not continuing attacks. 

Your. editorial as to Missouri's Gover- 
nor and Legislature ought to make more 
friends than foes. 

But if you’ desire, even in your own 
‘opinion, to believe in the motto, ‘‘First in 
everything,” there ought to be some 
breakaway from the general complaisant 
mood of all the St. Louis press as to the 
Police Department in regard to any criti- 
cism whatever about the general average 
of robbery, burglary and general crime 
daily reported. Tpese attacks gain force 
and volume.day by day without notable 
arrests. That the police can do nothing 
must largely be the fault of very incompe- 
tent commissioners. They could arrange 
some system of aid through the plun- 
dered people, such as volunteer vigilantes 
{in wards, employment of night watch- 
men, etc., making much of the hold-up 
business dangerous.

ECHNICALLY, at least, Senator 

Lodge is right in his contention that 
the Senate has power to amend a treaty; 


| to strike out any clauses that it regards 
Security is the prime | 


as objectionable or to write into it any 
provisions that two-thirds of the Sena- 
tors present and voting are agreed upon. 
“This has been the practice of the Sen- 
ate ever since the Jay treaty was consid- 
ered in Washington's time,’’ says Senator 
Lodge, and the statement is historically 
correct. 

When the Senator adds, however, that 
“the Constitution having declared that 
a treaty is the highest law of the land, 
there can be no question that the Con- 
gress alone has the right to fix the final 
terms so far as the United States is con- 


cerned, for no other body can _ pass 
laws except Congress,” he is talking 
loosely and carelessly. Treaty making 


is not a legisiative function; it is an ex- 
ecutive function, and the Congress as a 
Congress has nothing to do with it. The 
Senate is concerned with it, because the 
constitution makes the Senate part of 
the treaty making power, just as it makes 
the Senate part of the appointing pow- 
er, by providing that nominations by 
the President must be confirmed. 

The relations between the President 
and the Senate in the matter of treaties 
were correctly stated by Senator Lodge 
himself in a speech in the Senate Jan. 24, 
1906, in defense of President Roosevelt's 
action in sending delegates to the Alge- 
ciras conference, when the Senator from 
Massachusetts said: 

“No one, I think, can doubt the ab- 
solute power of the President to initiate 
and carry on all negotiations, and after a 
treaty has been returned to him with the 
ratification of the Senate, to withhold 
it from ratification if he sees fit to do so.” 

In his debate on the league of nations 
with President Lowell 
March, Senator Lodge tried to maintain 
the thesis that President Wilson should 


the Senate in negotiating the treaty of 
peace in Paris, but thts was mere parti- 
san pettyfogging. Senator Lodge was 
right Jan. 24, 1906 and wrong March 19, 
1919.

T had been some time since our 
J two-story: thinkers had met in 
so they decided to see what 
could be done this week.

It has 
been fairly said that philosophy has no 
place in war, and it may be quite as 
truthfully said that there is no better 
time for our best heads to go fishing 
than when all those with no head at 
all are saying what should be the terms 
of peace.

Mr. Antwine said the great difficulty 


seemed to be to solidify society in in- 


equality. That is, men everywhere, 
however, disadvantaged at this time, 
hope at some time to get on top—an 
aspiration quite as natural to races 
and nations as to individuals. That 
being the case, to propose that what 
is fluid suddenly become atatic con- 
tents no one lest he otherwise lose 
what he has; but alarms everyone 
lest he be not able to gain more. Mr. 
Antwine suggested that probably the 
best way in which to bring about a 
permanent international status would 
be to give the world 50 vears’ notice. 
That would meet the expectations of 
those disadvantaged as to the time 
they required to make themselves bet- 
ter off, and there would be no diffi- 
culty getting everybody to agree to 
it. The Republican party, for in- 
stance, offers a typical instance of this 
sort. It requires at least one more war 
successfully managed by itself. To 
think of doing away with war altogeth- 
er at this time, when our last conflict 
was victoriously managed by the Dem- 
ocrats, is naturally abhorrent to the 
Republican party, to which political 
prestige is the same thing that terri-

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torial conquest is to the Italians. He 
said the Democrats must not be given 
too much credit for being ready now. 
Like England, which has all the land 
she wants, the Democrats could net 
hope to do better in another war. 

This seemed to be about what there 
is to be said on the progress of peace 
to the present time; and after sitting 
silent a moment and thinking of noth- 
ing else, the council adjourned.

Bad Managers 


XECUTIVE boards made up of 
women for the management of 
hospitals have not proved suc- 
or satisfactory in operation, 
according to The Modern Hospital, 
Chicago. The same thing may be 
said of boards composed of men, if 
attempt to exercise executive 
control, the editor contends. 

The question is asked by the presi- 
dent of a board in the Mississippi 
Valley: “What is the best form of 
organization for a town of 25,0007" 
asks also: “Will vou let’ me 
what vou believe to be the 
best organization for this hospital, 
and also what experience has shown 
in the administration of boards of 
hospitals by women managers in di- 
reet control?” 

Women's boards designated to act 
as boards of managers have stood in 
the way of progress wherever they 
have had control, replies the editor:
